SINGER MURDER 


Clown Says He Killed Miss 
Singer After She Attacked 
Him with Razor. 


Leaders of the Progressive party last night 
felt that the unmistakable “swing” to 
Roosevelt of the last week would result in 
his election on Tuesdey. 

„The nation will be astounded at the enor- 
mous vote for Roosevelt and aren next 
Tuesday,“ seid Senator Dixon. The elec- 
tion returns of four years ago count for noth- 
ing in the present contest. All indications 
point to a Roosevelt landslide. No one longer; 
questions that either Col. Roosevelt or Mr. 
Wilson will be elected president. Taft will 
certainly be a bad third In the race, with 

bs pushing him closely for third place in 
necticut, Mundt, and Indiana.” 


Detail of Progressives’ Hopes. 
The states claimed by the Progressives are! 


Oyster Bay, N. T., Nov. 2.—Col. Theodor 
Roosevelt finished the last active weel. ui 
the presidential campaign tonight with an 
exhibition of Gov. Wilson's performances— 
his record—toward the trusts. At the close 
of the evening the colonel remarked of the 
contest now closing: 

t has been a great campaign. I don’t 
know that there has ever been a campaign 
like it in this country.“ 

There remain only two speeches on Mon- 
day to the home folks of Nassau county, 
‘which the colonel desires to make largely 
for sentimental reasons. 

On Monday afternoon he will go to Mineola, 
the county seat, and in the evening he will 
speak to his fellow townsmen of Oyster Bay. 

There will then remain only the voting. 


Answer to Wilson’s Remarks. 

The colonel’s comments on Wllson’s trust 
record came out in response to the governor's 
remarks on the problem of monopolies in his 
speech last Thursday night in Madison 
Square garden. 

“In view of Mr. Wilson's insistence upon 
the importance of the trust problem.“ says 
Col. Roosevelt, I desire to call attention 
to Mr. Wileon g record on the trust question 
es governor of New Jersey and to his pre- 
vious attitude.” 

Col. Roosevelt quotes from Mr. Wilson's 
speeches when running for governor and 
later. 

“In his first message to the legisiature, 
Jan. 17, 1911.“ the statement continues, Gov. 
Wilson renewed with emphasis his promise 
to deal with the New Jersey trusts. 


What Wilson Said in Past. 


“He described them as having ‘ slipped 
out of control of the very law that gave 
them leave to be and can make and unmake 
them at pleasure,’ and declared: 

„We have now set ourselves to control 
them soberly but effectively and to bring 
them within the regulation of the law. There 
is a great obligation, as well as a great op- 
portunity, an imperative obligation from 
which wecanont escapeif we would. No man 
who wishes to enjoy the public confidence 
Gares hold back, and if he is wiee he will not 
resort to subterfuge.’ 

“There was ample opportunity,” says Col. 
Roosevelt, “‘ for Gov. Wilson to act either by 
eecuring legislative action or by proceeding 
against the trust without the intervention 
of the legismture. 

“The Bupreme court of the United States 
has solemnly declared that the Standard Oil 
and tobacco trusts have been guilty of fraud- ' 
ulent and unlawful conduct which the New 
Jersey statute declares to be a misdemeanor. 
Mr. Wilson has been govermor for twenty- 
two months. 


Has Had High Court Warranty. 
“He now says that he wishes to proceed 
against the directors and managers of these 
trusts individually. He has, and for twenty- 
two months has had, as governor of New 
. Jersey, ample opportunity and every possibile 
means for thus proceecing against them, and 
for over a year has had the decision of the 
Supreme court as warranty for such pro- 
cedure, but he has never lifted his finger to 
take it. 

“Mr. Wilson had declined to give the legis- 
lature a lead in this matter, and when these 
members of the legislature gave him a lead he 
still declined to lift a finger in their aid. And 
naturally, in view of this attitude of ve 
opposition on his part, the legtelature failed 
to act.

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The last vestige of doubt as to who mur- 
dered Sophia G. Singer was swept away yes- 
terday afternoon. Charles Newton Conway 
confessed it was he who committed the 
crime. 

It was twenty-four hours almost to the 
minute after his wife had branded him as the 
girl's slayer that the wooden-footed clown” 
admitted his guilt. He sat in the same chair 
that his wife had sat in and he talked to the 
same confessér—Capt. Nootbaar. He began 
his confession with a laugh. 

Conway made one or two reservations in 
his 12 that no doubt he will stick to even bee ebe 
when he is put on trial for his life. He in- Rhode Island 
sisted the murder was committed in self- ee et Lee ee 
defense. He said Miss Singer, just before 7 
he struck the blow that killed her, attacked 
him with a razor. 


Admits Girl Helped Him. 

There are phases of his own story, however, 
that are contradictory to this. One of them 
is the fact that the girl’sattituile toward him 
almost up to the time when the crime wae 
committed was that of a hostess and a friend. 
He admitted that when he first met her he 
and his wife were virtually destitute. The 
girl had given him money and clothes. 

He said that when he came to Chicago his 
injured leg was giving him so much trouble 
that he was compelled to go to the county 
hospital. Miss Singer came to call on him 
there and found him ina public ward. She 
was disgusted with the treatment he was re- 
ceiving, and upon her offering to place him in 
another institution and to pay all the ex- 
penses he left the place. 

Conway corroborated the story his wife had 
told in every essential point, In this respect 
his story was a surprise to the police. They 
believed the queen of burlesque ’”’ alse had 
played a part in the killing. The clown, how- 
ever, took especial pain to exonerate his 
wife. 

She had nothing to do with it,“ he insisted. 
and he repeated this just as earnestly after 
he had learned his wife had accused him. 

Summary of the Confession. 

The gist of Conway's story was to the fol- 
lowing effect: 

Sophia came to the rooms where we 
were living together and asked my wife to 
go out with her with two men She 
wanted her to do something that was 
immoral, That made me angry and we 
got into a quarrel. While we were squab- 
bling my wife left the room. When she 
had gone Sophia sprang up in à rage and 
attacked me with the handdkerchief con- 
taining the knob. 

I snatched; it out of her hand. A 1 d 
so she seized @ razor that was upon my 
dreaser. Then I struck her with the 
weapon I had taken away from her. 

Afterward I gagged her and tied her up. 

I didn’t think she was dead. I had not 
meant to kil her. But I did not want her 
to give an alarm. My wife did not think 
Sophia wae dead. After we had tied her 
I told Sophia we would have to get away. 
We went out the back way, fled through 
an alley, and got a street car. We went 
to Hammond and thence over a tortuous 
course to Lima, O., where we were ar- 
rested. 


Jokes as He Confesses. 
Conway exhibited the utmost nonchalance 
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Suspension ot the Kirdy pag Feat bank, a 
private institution at S0IY South Ashland 
avenue, was announced yesterday to its de- 
pesitors, numbering several hundred. The 
bank closed suddenly on Thureday, and it 
was then stated that business would be re- 
sumed. Now a receivership is said to be 
probabie. Deposits are believed to exceed 
50, 000, all from business men in the vicinity. 

The immediate cause of the trouble is the 
collapse of William T. Kirby, retired physi- 
clan, president and owner of the institution 
He was forced to give up his practice about 
eighteen months ago by his failing health, 
and made use of his twenty years’ acquaint- 
ance in the vicinity to open à private bank. 
He had one employé, his nephew, Daniel J. 
Kirby. 


Banker Has Tumor in Brain. 

A month ago Dr. Kirby was éxamined by 
a specialist and found to have & tumor in his 
brain. Thursday came the collapse. He was 
found wandering aimlessly in the street and 
taken back to his residence, 6544 Yale ave- 
nue. The nephew closed the bank. Yester- 
day the affected man was grass to a sani- 
tarium. 

Whether anything aride . the disease 
caused the suspension is not known. At- 
tempts to find young Kirby and learn the con- 
dition ot the bank’e books were unsuccese- 
ful. It was asserted in the vicinity that 
the bank’s credit had suffered and its checks 
had been returned by ite banking corre- 


spondents. 


Many Private Banks Suspend. 

Many private banks in Chicago, particu- 
larly in the sections populated by foreign 
colonies, have “busted.” 

In the other instances the depositors have 
all but beaten down the doors in their at- 
tempt to get at what resources the banker“ 
had left. Largest losses in recent months 
have been sustained in the failure of the 
Ravenswood “bank,” now replaced by an 
institution under adequate supérvision by 
the bank examiners. A few thousands are 
lost in failures coming half a dosen times a 
year in different parts of the west side. It 
is these repeated losses that have set under 
way the atempt to have the private banks 
compelled to submit to state or national 
supervision. 

Kirby is a man nearly 50 years old and 
married. He built up his medical practice 
in the neighborhood of the bank and for 
about twenty years practiced there.

ONCEDING Utah to Taft and consid- 

ering Caiifornia, Washington, and 

Wyoming doubtful, there are in thé 

western division twenty-five states 

with a total electoral vote of 260, 
all of which will be cast for Gov. Wil- 
son. Only 266 votes in the electoral college 
are necessary to a choice. It will thus be 
seen that without the seven remaining states 
of the solid south—Florida, Georgia, Mary- 
land, Mississippi, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, and Virginia, with a total of sev- 
enty-one votes in the electoral college, and 
which are certain for Wilson—and without 
a single state in the eastern division, ail of 
which.are reasonably safe for Wilson, with 
the exception of Vermont, and possibly New 
Hampshire and Rhode Island, Gov. Wilson is 
certain of election. 

The states of New York, New Jersey, Penn- 
sylvania, Delaware, Massachusetts, Con- 
necticut, Maine, and West Virginia will sim- 
ply sweel his majority and make his election 
by the electoral college only a little short of 
unanimous, . 

The certainty that Woodrow Wilson will 
carry twenty-five out of the twenty-nine 
states in the western division which have 
been under the Chicago headquarters of the 
Democtatic national committee is shown by 
an analysis of the political situation based 
upon the Republican and Democratic vote 
polled respectively by Taft and Bryen four 
years ago. 

Conceding. that a small percentage of the 
Democratic vote of four years ago may be 
lost in major proportion to Roosevelt and in 
minor propdrtion to Taft, it must be admitted 
this loss will be offset by direct gains which 
will be made by Wilson from the Republican 
vote of four years ago. Reports made upon 
the most painstaking mvestigation show 
that for every Democratic vote lost to Roose - 
velt or Taft there will be at least three votes 
gained by Wilson from the Taft vote of four 
years ago.

Machine on Tuesday. 


The ballot to be voted next Tuesday in Chi- 
ago is thirty inches long and nineteen inches 
wide. For the country towns it is larger. 

Those who do not use the party circle may 
mark a cross before as many as eighty-four 
names o e ballot. There are twenty-nine 
presidential electors om each ticket to be 
voted for. 

Wards in which voting machines will be in- 
stalled are the First, Second, Sixth, Seventh, 
Eighteenth, Twenty-first, Twenty: fifth, 
Twenty-sixth, Thirty-first, and Thirty-sec- 
ond. These wards include 469 precincts. 

Under the deciston of the Supreme court 
ballots will be supplied in all these precincts 
and voters may have the option of using a 
machine of matking a paper balfot.

agai PARTY CHIEFS HOPEFU L 


Think Roosevelt Will Carry State by 
15,000 to 30,000. 


New York, Nov. 2.—[{Special.}—The political 
situation in New Jersey has changed to such 
an extent in the last week that the previous 
forecasts as to the outcome of the voting 
on Tuesday have been upset. 

The national and state Democratic com- 
mittees still maintain that Gov. Wilson will 
carry his bome state,-but they are not so 
confident as they were earlier in the cam- 
paign. 

The Progressive state committee declare 
that while it would have conceded that Gov. 
Wileon would carry the state up to a week 
or two ago, there was now great doubt that 
he would be able to do so. The entire trend 
of sentiment in the state of late bas been 
toward Roosevelt and his state managers 
now believe he will win New Jersey by from 
15,000 to 30,000 plurality. 

In every section of the state canvassers 
employed by various interests have found. 
the Roosevelt sentiment much greater than 
they had suspected, particularly among the 
labor classes. 

There is every chance for the Democrats to 
elect ten and probably twelve of the repre- 
sentatives who will be sent to Washington. 

It is also likely that the same cause will 
contribute to the election by the Democrats 
of at least four of the state senators to be 
elected tn six counties and thus gain a senate 
majority which will enable them to name a 
Democratic acting goverhor for New Jersey 
for a year if Gov. Wilson is elected president. 

Every indication now points to the election 
of a substantial majority of Democrats to 
the next house of assembly. This will mean: 
a majority in the state legislature on joint 
dallot and the election by the party in power 
of the successor to Uniled States Senator 
Frank O. Briggs next January.

Promoters of the Mineral Springs Jockey 
club yesterday defied Gov.

Bookmakers defiéd the governor, deputy 
sheriffs, the law, and club “ rules” and re- 


| sumed gambling, the thing which causéd the 


state executive to close the track on Oct. 22 
by use of the militia. Everybody bet yester- 
day to his heart's content. 

There will be no more racing at Porter this 
year. The owners put on the program yester- 
day to show the governor they could race if 
they wanted to. To show the interference 
of the state had injured the racing business 
was another reason for the reopening. They 
expect to sue Gov. Marshall for damages. 


Post Notice of New Races. 

There were no more than 200 personsat the 
track. They had a cold, cheerless afternoon 
of it. There was not sufficient competition 
in any of the races to arouse enthusiasm, so 
the fans stood around, assailed the governor 
and boasted about what the club is going to 
do next year. To show they do not take the 
vice presidential candidate seriously the 
horsemen posted the following notice:

One of 
the deputy sheriffs wae seen observing the 
bet taking for ten minutes. He made no move 
to interfere. After a while he walked over 
to Mr. Green and had a little talk.

SECOND CRIME OF THE KIND. 


Brother-in-Law Shot Six Months Ago 
at the Same Place. 


Less than 200 feet from the place where his 
brother-in-law was shot six months ago John 
W. Kamphouse, former marshal of the vil- 
lage of Maywood, was found dead yesterday, 
shot through the head. A few feet away lay 
his revolver with only eight intact cartridges.

friends, who say there could have been no 


reason for suicide. 
The last seen of Kamphouse alive was at 5 


o‘elock Friday afternoon, when he went to 


the watchman’s shanty to remove hie work- 
ing clothes preparatory to a final trip about 
the yards before going home. He was missed 
when he failed to show up for his Saturday 
work. Robert Spielman went around to See 
what was the matter. Mra Kamphouse said 
her husband had not been home all night, and 
a search was started. 
Body of Man Found, 

An hour later a séction hand stumbled 
across the body as he was going to work at 
the north end of the yards. Preliminary 
search showed no traces of his murderer, but 
the police think it likely the watchman was 
shot down by the same gang against which 
he was warning his friend.

BULGARIAN ARMY HEADQUARTERS 
MUSTAPHA PASHA, Noy. 1, 6 p. m.—The 
fall of Adrlanople may be expected next 
week. It might have been forced sooner by a 
ruthless bombardment, but King Ferdinand 
ordered that the city be spared. 

The siege has been complete for several 
days, and the fall of Demotika, whence the 
Turks after the defeat at Kirk-Kil!eeeh had 
taken 30,000 men to the main army at Lule 
Burgas, removes all fear of Turkish interrup- 
tion of the siege operations. 

The Bulgarian artillery continues the bom- 
bardment of the Turkish worxs on the north- 
west front. The outflanking and pursuit of 
the defeated Turks toward Constantinople 
has already progressed so far that a Sedan 
(a complete encircling of the “urkish army) 
may almost certainly be prophes:ed. 

The great final battle, the objective, dispo. 
sition and probable outcome of which I an- 
nounced in my diepatches of last week, en- 
tered on the decisive phase Thursday morn- 
ing, when the left wing of Bulgarians at Bu- 
narhissar took the offensive with a mighty 
impetus. 


Charges Turk Treachéry. 

ATHENS, Nov. 2.--Dispatches from Kosan! 
say that when the Greek army arrived at the 
village of Ineli, a white flag was hoisted. 
The Greeks, suspecting treachery, sent for- 
ward scoute on whom the Turkish peasants 
opened fire. The Greeks then surrounded 
and burned the village, One hundred prison- 
ers were taken and they will be tried by court- 
martial. 

The admira) in command of the Greek fleet 
reports he is to cruising off the Dardanelles 
awaiting the apearance of Turkish warrhips. 
It is reported that the German emperor 
hes sent a letter to his sister. Princess So- 
phie, the wife of Crown Prince Constantine, 
which has been communicated to the crown 
prince, congratulating the Greek army on 
thé courage it has displayed.

Priest Rushed to Receive Confes- 
sion of Dying Soldier. 


FACES DEATH TO GIVE AID. 


Brother Officer of Victim Has Fear- 
less Passenger in Monoplane.

PARIS, Nov. 2.—A remarkable account by 
a witness of a priest’s unprecedented action 
of carrying the viaticum through the air on 
& monoplane to a dying man in the midst of 
the Sahara desert hae just reached Paria 

A few days ago a fierce skirmish between 
500 sharpshooting Spahis and 2,000 Touaregs, 
reguiting in the rout of the latter, took place 
at Chebka, one of the most desolate solitudes 
in the desert, a two days’ march from 
Laghouat. 


Brother Officer Flies for Priest. 

In consequence of thie conflict one of the 
French officers, Commandant Largest, was 
mortally wounded by a bullet in his chest. 
On being informed he had only three or four 
hours to live the dying man murmured; 

“To die is nothing, but to die without a 
prteet or the consolations of religion is hard.” 

These words were overheard by a brother 
officer, a lieutenant, who as a skilled avia- 
ter, had accompanied the column with a 
monoplane. Exclaiming, “I will find you 
a priest,” he dashed to his machine and 
flew to Laghouat. 

Reaches Victim in Time, 

Five minutes later ine priest was in the air 
with the Meutenant, praying and holding to 
his breast the little silver box containing the 
consecrated host. 

Alighting at the camp, the priest, Glied with 
emotion, hastened to the tent of the dying 
man, who, buoyed up by hope, hed been strug- 
gling against death for four hours. 

1 thank thee, O God,” he cried faintly, 
as the priest, after hearing his confeagion, 
placed the sacred wafer on bis Nps. <A few

Grey May Accept “Grab.” 

There is a strong movement now among 
Englishmen for the liberation from Turkish 
rule of all the Greek isles in addition to the 
territory in the Balkans, but speaking as an 
‘old Gladstonian and one of advanced Radical 
opinions, my anticipation and apprehension 
ia that Burope will direct its enefgtes to cir- 
cumscribe rather than to enlarge the bounds 
of the Christian emaneipation. 

In the present condition of the English 
parties, however with everybody set on eith- 
er winning or beating the home rule bill, 
even the false steps by Grey will lead to 
private heartburning rather than to party 
complications. p 
Turning to home affairs, the home rule bin 
is making ite way over the Unionists as 
steadily and triumpharitly as are the Balkan 
armies over the Turks. All that can be sald 
about each week is that it marks an improve- 
ment on the previous week, bringing more 
consolidation to the home rule forces ang 
more demoralization to the Unionist ranks 


Liberals Always on Guard. 

The big and constant attendance of all the 
Liberal and Labor members marks out this 
struggle from any for several years. The 
majorities vary from 90 to as high as 115, 
and in apite of the tremendous strain of this 
steady sitting from day to day and some- 
times till 4 in the morning, and in spite of 
the fact that several of the home rule m 
bers have broken down, the Liberal 
talions sit nightly, silent, determined, and 
united, and vote the Tories steadily down. 

Sir Edward Carson's error gives this week 
this position of supreme importance and vic. 
tory. In a speech denouncing the whole 
home rule bill Carson stumbled into the dis- 
astrous sdmission that he never anticipated 
that the Irish parliament would pass any 
legislation whieh would persecute the Irish 
Protestants. - 

Sir Rufus Isaacs, the greatest advocate 
today at the English bar and the attorney 
general, pounced on this admission and. with 
deadly and prompt effect iterated and re- 
iterated it till Carson had to be followed by 
even the Orangemen in the disclaimer of ever 
having attributed any such wicked folly te 
the Irish parliament. 


Small Hitch in Program. 

The progress of the measure was inter 
rupted a few hours on Wednesday of this 
week by the rather gudden change of front 
by the ministry with regard to the Irish 
senate, Premier Asquith subetituting pro- 
portional representation for the mere noml- 
nation after the fret five years of home rule. 

Bonar Law insisted that he had not had 
sufficient notice and demanded an adjourn~- 
ment, which Asquith was obliged by para- 
mentary rules to concede. 

But when, on Thursday night, Bonar Law 
hed thundered against thie concession as 
worthless and the whole of the Tory party 
had repeated these denunciations, they re- 
fuged to challenge a division and amid the 
mocking laughter of all the home ruless the 
change was made with universal assent. 


Orangemen Cease Fight. 

All of these events indicate that the 
{frreconcilable hostility to home rule, which 
the Urangemen proclaimed with such a loud 
beating of Orange drums, is breaking down 
and that the home rule measure, instead of 
losing ground and being battered by the 
debate, is making its way steadily and 
triumphantly and that the bill will leave the 
committee stage, which ig the most dan- 
gerous in the house of commons, practically 
unchanged. 

Next week two sharp corners are to be 
turned. ‘The first will come when Philip 
Bnowden, the Knglish Socialist, proposes 
female suffrage for the Irish parlament, but 
practically au the home rules, including 
even the female suffragists, agree that this 
domestic question should be left to the Irish 
partiament. * | 

The second corner will come with the pro- 
posal to give Ireland some control over the 
customs. This pPoposal excites some misgiv- 
ings among the free traders, and also among 
some of the Scotch Federationista, who 
think that this clause puts difficulties in the 
way of Scotch home rule later on.

J. HENDERSON, music critic of 

| the New York Sun, frequently has 

W made it evident that his duties cause 

him great dissatisfaction. One of 

his colleagues is credited with the 

epinion that Mr. Henderson regards every 

concert which he is obliged to attend as a 

onal affront. His treatment of the opera 

se is not indicative of a great enthusi- 

aem for the art which, however, has found 

expression in his several valuable contribu- 
tions to its correlated literature. 

One concludes, therefore, that it was with 
a possible desire to revive lost illusions that 
this gifted critic has turned his attention 
to fiction. Unable to witness a reahzdtion 
of his ideals in the musical life of New York, 
not even when the activities of the Chicago 
opera company were added thereto, he has 
sought such satisfaction as may be found in 
recording dreams and visions and hopes de- 
ferred. 

In his preface the author protests that none 
of the characters in his romance, The Soul 
of a Tenor (Henry Holt & Co., New York), 
is drawn from life. This precaution must be 
regarded as quite unnecessary in view of the 
title. For it is evident that a tenor thus 
equipped could be found only in fiction. In 
the opening chapter Mr. Henderson’s hero 
is fairly true to life, even singing off the 
pitch when suffering from @ cold. 

— ; 

His soul is safely incased in a bombproof 
armor of egotism, an equally familiar trait 
of tenors. The reader's credulity is tried with 
the statement that this tenor, who rules the 
Metropolitan opera, is an American; and 
when informed that he came from Pitts 
purgh and most of his vocel training wae re- 
osived in this country, the conviction thet 
this marvel existed only in the pages of an 
éntertaining’book is firmly established. 

Thereafter the reader is prepared for any 
miracte, even the tenor’s ability to preserve 
fatact his protecting shell of egotism, though 
married to a charming American women. 
Mow it is a well known duty of every well 
trained wife to see to it that her husband’s 


pellet in his own omnipotence is kept within 


geagoneble bounds. The tenor’s wife fails 
tm her efforts to bring him to an ettitude of 
Becoming humility before the composers 
whose works be would interpret. He feels 
‘phopelf “misunderstood” and soon finds 
gonsolation in a jurid love affair with the 
seigning prima donna, an appropriately ser- 

person and polyandrous procitvities. 
Mr. Henderson wrote “ polygamous,” but 
probably did not mean it. 

What the gentle fires of domestic love could 
not accomplish the glowing crucible of paa- 
gion Wrought in brief space of time. Having 
learned humility from his mistress, the tenor 
altas him down at the feet of a master and 
learns his art all over again. Whereafter 
he returns to the Metropolitan, triumphe as 
Tristam and regaind his wife's love. AD of 
which is entertainingly recounted in the lat- 
ter chapters of the romance, though the hero 
remains a rather tiresome person, with or 
without a ul. 

—— 

However, the musician will find Mr. Hen- 
derson’s novel a source of enduring satisfac- 
tion in that all its pictures of his life and all 
ite discussions of his art ring true. The au- 
thor first pays attention to these dubious 
lovers of music who adorn New York’s - 
clety. The type is drawn with great fidelity 
and rather unsparingly. He then pays trib- 
ute to his colleagues of the pres not for 
getting the sprightly weekty wich print- 
ed eight pictures of the tenor, together with 
his shoes and stockings, or the Sunday sup- 
plement which gave an intimate account of 
his manner of taking his morning bath and 
dressing for the day. 

Mr. Henderson's characterization of his 
fellow critics is worth quoting: “Tt was 
untversally comceded that he [the hero] was 
the most gifted tenor since Jean de Reszke. 
The Boston Herald declared that he was far 
greater, because one night when he bad a 
cold he sang out of tune, and this, the Bos- 
ton man declared, showed that he was not a 
mere vocal machine. The Dvening Post of 
New York fell at his feet because when made 


up es Lohengrin he looked ike Max Alvary. 


That he sang it like Campanini was not men- 
tfoned. 

“The Tribune published a deprecatory 
essay two columns long after he sang Don 
Ottavio in Mozart’s inaccessible ‘Don Gio- 
vanni.. The American expressed regrets 
shout him because, being an American, he 
dd not favor opera in English. The Sun went 
into profound analysis of his vocal method 
and his treatment of recitative fn all schools 
of opera, showing thereby that he was a 
greater master of the lyric art than Frarinelti 
or Gerat. singers of whom the readers of the 
article had never heard, and about whom, 
therefore, they cared absolutely nothing. 
The Times asserted that he had no method 
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lua Gluck Soprano 
Solsut omes Orchestra, 
simple earnestness; I cannot write hon- 
estly about you, can I?” | 

When Mr. Henderson turns his attention 
to the opera singers he is no less candid. He 
is so fond of permitting them to say unkind 
things of America and its people that one 18 
almost certain that he desires to make them 
unpopular. ‘‘ These beasts of Americans— 
they have no aristocracy,” says an Italian 
contralto, who is further described ap ab- 
sorbing Chianti in great, noisy gulps. On 


the stage she was majestic in stride and 


tragic in tone, the author continues, “ but 
she did not eat prettily at all. She had never 
rid herself of the ghost of her hungry days 
in the Santa Lueia quarter defore her volte 
was ¢iscovered.” 

These Americans are 0 rich and so 
stupid,” says the French soprano. 

“But they pay the money,” replies the 
Italian baritone. 

“Bien. That ie what Americans are for.” 

Among other interesting bits in the book is 
the tenor’s definition of the requirites of a 
successful opera. It doesn't make an dunce 
of difference what these so-called critics say 
about an opera. says the Pitteburgh prodigy. 
“They write a lot of pretentious twadfle. 
Most of them heven't the faintest idea of 
what it is that makes an opera a success. It 
the tenor and the soprano have plenty of good 
melody to sing and one or two lively love 
scenes with a corking! climax, allegro con 
brio, with a couple of B fats in it, and there 
a fair amount of doings for the contralto and 
baritone, plenty of loud music for the chorus, 
and a good ballet or procession, ft is a toler- 
ably cafe bet that the opera wil! catch on. 
And that is what we are in the business for. 
We are not there for psychology or imagina- 
tions or esthetics. We are there to make the 
public shout and clap ite hands and hasten 
to put more dollars in the box office.”’ 

The tenor says other things of the kind 
before he discovers his soul Thereafter he 
shows more concern for art, but it is not 
recorded that he learned to regard buainess 
less. There are, further, several realistic 
accounts of rehearsals at the opera which 
will interest the musicians. In one of them 
the great Lili Lehmann berates the con- 
@uctor after the most approved stellar man- 
ner. Also there are one or two attractive 
Siimpees back of the scenes. All in all the 
book seems designed to entertain rather than 
to instruct: Of giving instruction Mr. Hen- 
Gerson doubtless has had his fill

The Artist, a Drama Without Words,” by 
H. L. Mencken (John W. Luce & Co., Boston), 
is a somewhat labored satire on our concert 
life. One knows it is a satire because the 
hero, a great German planiet. is accredited 
with drinking American beer before and dur 
ing as well ae after the recital.

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Theatrical Scenery Revolution 


May Lead to Desirable Reforms.

. HAT wil) supply ea westernmoet link 
in one of the transcontinenta) high- 
way routes is about to be construct- 
ed in Oregon along the south bank 
of the Columbia river. The pro- 

posed construction of this road is of interest 
- @pecialiy in connection with the demand for 
federal aid in highway construction, which fs 
particularly insistent in the northwest. Un- 
Gr any plan of federal aid involving the cén- 
tion of a system of national highways, 
ftts entirely probable that the route through 
Montana and Idabo, and thence to the coast 
gia central Oregoh, would eventually be in- 
eluded. Portland is setting out with the 
détermination to make this probebility a cer- 
tainty by demonstrating the value of the 
Dalles route. | 
The information at hand indicates that 
Work on the new road will be begun at once, 


and that it may be completed within twelve 
months. The distance from Portiand to The 
Dalles is nearty 100 miles. Besides making 
@ new short through line from east to west 
through Montana and Idaho, this road will 
provide a practicable route from Portland to 
Sen Francisco via The Dulles, Prineville 
Bend, Silver lake, and Lake View, Oregon, 
and Alturas and Sacramento, Cal. 

At present:it is necessary to ship automo- 
biles by boat between Portland and The 
Dalles in order to make the central Oregon 
trip. President W. J. Clemene of the Port- 
land Automobile club and hig fallow directors 
have been working indefatigably for this 
road, with Samuel Hill, the well known roads 
enthusiast, now a resident of Portland, aid- 
ing materially in the accomplishment.

A great advantage of this improvement to 
Portland will be to make that city a separate 
transcontinental terminus.

Using advanced football with splendid ef- 
fect, Purdue's husky fcotball eleven downed 
Northwestern yesterdayat Evanston, 21 to6.

Koger Bresnahan, who was given his ten 
day notice of unconditional release by the 
St. Louis Cardinals last week, has been 
claimed by the Chicago Cubs. That does not 
necessarily mean Bresnahan will come to the 
west side club. Pittsburgh also has lodged a 
claim and the other clubs have until Nov. 7 
to put in applications for the setvices of the 
deposed manager. sae 

This information was imparted by Presi- 
dent T. J. Lynch of the National league, who 
arrived in Chicago yesterday and departed 
for Cincinnati last night to see Garry Herr- 
mann on national commission business. 

Reports from St. Louis say Brooklyn also 
wants Bresnahan. This claim may have 
been lodged: after Lynch left his New York 
office for Chicago. Claims for Bresnahan 
will prevent him from leaving the Nationa) 
league, as he would be privileged to do if no 
club interposed within ten days. 


Baseball Law Interpreted. 

Where several clubs claim à player who 
has been given notice of release he may 
negotiate with all of them and secure the 
best terms possible. This differs from asking 
waiver, which is the procedgre when a club 
contemplates sending a player to the minors. 
If two or more clubs refuse to walve, lots are 
drawn, and the winning club secures the 
player for $1,500 if the original club does not 
decice to retain him. 

Therefore before the Cubs can secure Bres- 
nahan they will have to bid against other 
clubs wanting his services in coming to terms 
with him. Breenahan is quoted as saying he 
will take legal action to compel St. Louls to 
observe its five year contract, 

President Lynch asserted his business in 
Chicago was private and was concluded sat- 
isfactorily. He called at President Murphy's 
office, bit found the door locked. He also 
attempted without success to confer with 
President Johnson of the American league 
regarding the schedule for next season. 

Asked concerning the Fogel case, Mr. 
Lynch said: “I do not feel that I have a 
right to discuss that matter in advance of the 
league meeting on Nov. 26, when the whdle 
matter will be discussed.“ 

New 1 8 s refusal to pay into the league 
treasury 25 per cent of its world's series re- 
ceipts, in accordance with a rule passed last 
winter, has been submitted to an arbitration 
board. 

Murphy Back Home. 

President Murphy of the Cubs returned to 
Chicago after his flying and mysterious trip 
to New York. The Cubs’ boss escaped the 
reporters, so the purpose of his trip is still 
a mystery. 

He did not escape an interview with Joe 
Tinker, however. Joe was on the ground 
early and secured a fine private conference of 

more than an hour. Asa result Joe was feel- 
ing sure last night that he is going to be 
traded to Cincinnatt so he can accept Garry 
Herrmenn’s offer to manage the Reds. 

Murphy told me he would take the matter 
up at once with Herrmann,” said the aspiring 
player. “He led me to think that a deal 
will be made with no great trouble, though 
he did not tell me what: che would demand 
in exchange for my services. However, it 
looks as if the thing has gone too far with 
Murphy's content for him to cut me off now.

To be sure, many a 
deal has been closed on account of elaborate 
and careful preparations; on the other hand, 
hundreds of gales are meade because the 
y- salesman hag the courage to accept the dif- 
ficult chance, when apparently everythihg 
was not just right—ané that quality makes 
a good salesman just as accepting difficult 
chances makes a good ball player.

Gibson rides about from farm to farm and 
oversees his work in a $5,000 touting car. 
As he goes he is planning, figuring and 
scheming. It is his ambition to place him- 
self in four years at the head of the rice pro- 
ducing industry not only in Arkansas, but in 
the entire United Statea 

‘The greatest problem I have had to solve,” 
he states, “ was that of labor. I heve been 
unable to place much dependence upon the 
native white labor. I get my foremen from 
Illinois and Iowa and Indiana principally, 
and find most of my field hands among the 
negro laborers.”

Preparing Creamed Eggs. 

“In @ recent issue of the Echange you 
mentioned upon the menu for a family meal 
‘creamed eggs.’ Will you kindly advis: 
me through the Corner how te prepare 
creamed eggs? I bave had shirred, but not 
creamed eggs. Prances B. .“ 

CREAMED EGGS.—Boll six eggs very 
hard and lay them in ice water for an hour 
to prevent darkening. When you are ready 
to prepare them for table, have a cup of 
good drawn butter seasoned with paprika, 
salt and onion juice, and cut the egga into 
sixths, white and yolk together, keeping the 
pieces as nearly intact as you can. Put the 
white sauce over the fire to get very hot; 
fill nappies, or a pudding dish. with the 
eut- up eggs; pour the sauce over them and 
set in the oven for a few minutes to heat 
the eggs.

Few boye under 18 would care for sand- 
wiches seasoned with paprika, pimentoss, 
and French mustard. With this possible 
proviso, we accept the list supplied by our 
California member with gratitude for the 
care and ingenuity she has exercised to 
contribute it to owr Corner. Her sugges 
tion that the sweet sand wich shal! supplant 
cakes and ples in the noonday repast ie ex- 
cellent. 

If I may be permitted to subjoin a remark 
in this connection, it would be that a ther- 
mos bottle be added to the outfit of luncheon 
basket or bag. A pint bottle takes little 
room. If flle@ with hot soup at 8 o'clock 
a. m. it will keep boiling hot until noon. Ir 
milk be preferred for the midday drink, it 
may be poured? into the bottle ice cold and 
retain sweetness and chil! for hours. 

I say nothing of tea and coffee, maintain- 
ing firmly in my soul of souls that no child 
under 21 should use elther beverage except 
as a medicine ia illness, and then by advice 
of physician. Tea acts injuriousiy upon 
the nerves of children and growing girls 
and boys. Coffee muddies the complexion 
and tends to billousness. Iam told that 
Bnglish children swig tea by the half pint 
before they are out of the nursery. I have 
nothing to de with that. I speak that which 
I do know in affirming that neither of theses 
tonic drinks should be administered to the 
American child.

Recipe for Milk Chocolate. 

“Tam inclosing the recipe for milk choc- 
olate asked for not long ago. ‘ Ops.’-—-One 
cupful of milk; two heaping cupfuls of 
sugar; two squares of chocolate.

Mr. Nordfeldt uses the pure colors, heavy 
outlines, and rather strong massing of sur- 
faces common among men of the new school. 
And he discards realistic values, depths of 
Hght and shade and distance, in favor of a 
certain decorative effect. Instead of the 
soft tonal gradations which we admire in 
the old masters, these men give us extreme 
-Drilliancy of light, intensification of color, 
sharp contrasts—even discords of tone, a 
* certain flerceness of attack upon the subject. 
If the result is not soothing and restful, 
Hke the older art long dear to us, if we can- 
not indeed often recognize it as beauty, we 
may yet admit that it may express the in- 
tense nervous activity of our age, as the soft- 
ly .rounded harmonies of the old masters 
expressed the more quiet life of the past. 


Whether the new men will succeed as well 
as the old in concentrating into great art 
the life of their time, no one can state with 
complete assurance, since no contemporary 
verdict is ever final. The probabilities are 
agdinst the moderns in any such comparison. 
because our modern remaking of the worid is 
still too confused and incomplete, its re- 
sults are too huge and vague and cheotic 
to make immediate artistic expression in 
the highest sence probable. We of today 
poseess the world in a sense unattainable 
to our ancestors and our heads are filled with

Surrounded by Rich Prairies, 

, Surrounding the Black hills on the north, 
east, and south ate the prairie lands, whose 
succulent grasses have made them especially 
suitable for the grazing of cattle; spreading 
out to such an extent that their outer rim 
incleses an area greater than that of Great 
Britain, Germany, and France, and where 
the pasturage has been famous since the 
days when herds of buffalo and wandering 
tribes of Sioux were the only inhabitants. 

In the beautiful Belle Fourche valiey, ad- 
jacent to and north of the Black hills dis- 
trict, the government is completing an irri- 
gation project by means of which 100,000 
acres of land will at an early date be supplied 
with water. 

The Belle Fourche river and its tributaries 
supply the water for the project, it being 
stored in a vast lake or reservoir from which 
the lands are to be supplied by the gravity 
system. 

So positive is the certainty of water supply 
and so marked is the simplicity of the engi- 
neering plans that the cost of the project has 
been reduced to a point where the settler 
buys his lands and water rights at an un- 
usual advantage. 

These lands partly belong to the public 
domain and partly are deeded lands. The 
public lands can be secured under the terms 
of the United States homestead act.

There are no new arguments to advance by 
way of persuasion to the world-te settler on 
farm lande in a new country. Everything 
that can be said has been said, and it only 
remains to reiterate the necessity of the 
utmost cultivation of the soll to supply the 
required amount of food products for our rape 
idly increasing nonfood-producing pepula- 
tions. 

And not only in the newer sections of the 
country is the call for farmers insistent, 
but in the older regions, the demand is for 
more farmers to till a smaller acreage, by 
scientific methods, and thus increase the 


ulation of the soils, and careful study of the 
kind of crop for which any particular soil le 
best adapted will bring in a much greater 
yield, which will help the economic problem 
to the extent of the Increase, at the eame 
ume that it is bringing to the farmer a great- 

er net profit on his investment and labor. 
In other words, intensive farming, such aa 
is “in those European countries 
the markets of the continent. 


Science a Great Factor. 

Of course the large farms devoted to grain. 
and to dairying have to exist, but even here 
the scientific farmer has the advantage of 
the man who farms in the old way. 

The man who rotates his crops and builds 
up his soll with systematic persistence 
duces more to the acre and of better quality, 
whatever. may be his crop, than the man whe 
sows wheat or oate or rye or barley, year 
after year, in the sabe fields, and does little 
or nothing te. put back inte. the n those 
elements necessary to the production of the 
grain, and which the grain takes away from 
the soil with every crop. 

A South Dakota farmer who was lament- 
ing his decreasing profits at farming was 
asked why he did not apply the new theories 
with reference to soils, crops, and yielda 
It was represented to him thet his neighbors 
were doing it with success and thet his land 


grains had taken out of it in the years since 
be came on to the land. 


Don’t Like Modern Methods. 

Of course he said he had pursued the time 
honored custom of fertilizing in fall or spring, 
as the case might be, but that it did not do 
the good ft used to. 

It was further éxplained to him that the 
grain had taken too much from the soil and 
his proper method would be to apply td the 
agricultural colleges or the United States 
bureau of agriculture for relief. Hie reply 
wes: “QO, you're one of them new-~ideed 
fellera, but your system won't work-—it's too 
much trouble." 

That's it. Teo much trouble, and so the det 
creasing food production and the lack of 
profit in farming. If that man, and those 
like him only knew it, it is far less trouble 
to take the advice of an expert and go ahead 
on that basis than it is to blunder on along 
the path his fathers have trod, if that path 
ie not the right one,

Montana agricultural products won more 
sweepstake prizes at the great New York 
and St. Paul land shows in 1911 than al other 
Free combined; the state has more agri- 
cultural land than has all New England 
and more free homestead and undeveloped 
farm lands than any other state in the union. 

The average farm is 516.7 acree and the 
average price per acre is only $16.74, but a 
gain of 276.2 per cent in the last decade, as 
shown by the federal census. 

With untold mineral wealth, cattle and 
wool exceeding any other state of the union 
except Texas no wonder Montena is calied 
the Treasure state. 


Billings Center of Prosperity. 

Within the heart of the largest and most 
productive agricultural area of this state, 
% great in potential opportunity, is Billings. 
Indeed, nature has been prodigal in its gifts 
to the great commercial center in the mak- 
ing, and has ignored state lines, giving to it 
a vast territory known as the Big Horn basin 
of Wyoming. 

In short, Billings ise the county seat of 
Yellowstone. county, and the metropolis, 
trade distributing, and transportation center 
of southeastern Montana and northeastern 
Wyoming, popularly known as the midland 
empire. 

Even Yellowstone county alone is nearly 
as large as the state of Connecticut and more 
than half the size of Massachusetts. Fully

Violent Storms Unknown 

Another important feature of the mar- 
velous weather conditions is its remarkeble 
freedom from violent storms of any kind 
and the wonderful dryness of its atmosphere 
throughout the year. Actual demonstre- 
tion by the United States weather bureau 
shows a difference of 20 to 36 degrees be- 
tween the temperature registered by the 
mercury and the effect of that temperature 
on the human body; known as the sensible 
temperature. 
It is a ecientific fact that 106 degrees in the 
whkde at Billings, Mont., is no warmer, that 
is, bas no more appreciable effect on man or 
‘antmals, than 80 degrees of a sultry day in 
Chicago, St. Louis, or New York. The same 
phenomena applies to the extreme cold of 
winter, of which there are a few days in De- 
cember, January, and February, and occa- 


N and March-viz.: a temperature 
of 41. below zero under normal con- 
ditions, will be no colder than zero to 12 be- 
low in the Mississippi valley, eastern, and 
north Atlantic states. 
Static Electricity in Quantity,

stonally, but at rare intervals, a day or two in 


the atmosphere to the human body. In touch- 


ing a metallic or hard substance, euch as 
a brass bed, telephone receiver, or other ar- 
ticle, a distinct shock will be felt. 

The sweeping of a rug, arising from a leath- 
er chair, and even the clasping of hands win 
not only make manifest this mysterious ele- 
ment, but it has been known to be so pro- 
nounced as to ignite gas when three or more 
persons join hands and form a circuit by 
touching an open gas jet. 

Malaria, gout and rheumatism are abso- 
lutely unknown here except to those who 
are so afflicted when they come, and they are 
speedily cured. This climate is more bene- 
ficial to those suffering from pulmonary dis- 
eases than southern California. 


Sugar Beets in Big Yield. 

The principal crops on the 273,000 acres 
of irrigated lanes immediately tributary to 
Billings are sugar beets, alfalfa, flax, grain, 
and potatoes, 

Sugar beets yield enormously and have a 
higher pef cent im saccharine matter than 
sugar beets in any other localfty of the United 
States, netting. the growers from $85 to $80 
per acre. The Bilkngs Sugar compeny has 
the only factory tm the northwest. 

The Billings sugar factory. produced 30,000 
tons, or 60,000,000 pounds, ot granulated sugar 


in the season of 1911, amd paid to the farmers.

Flax Grown Extensively. 

Flax is just beginning to be grown exten- 
sively. It produces from 10 to 26 bushels an 
acre and sells for $1.75 to $2 & bushel. 

This region led all others in the production 
of wheat, oats, barley, and potatoes in 1011. 
Wheat averaged 31.7 bushels; oats, 49.2 bush- 
els; barley, 87 bushels, and potatoes, 180 
bushels an acre; The ten years’ average for 
these important crops is 26.8, 43.2, 85.1, and 
148.9 bushels respectively, 

This average is surpassed by only two 
states in the union,-and on but one product 
each—Utah on barley and Maine on potatoes. 
With expetience in handling our volcanic ash 
solls the average yields will be much higher 
in ‘his state. 

The long days of constant sunshine in sum- 
mer produce crops of peas, beans, celery, 
sugar corn, tomatoes, berries, melons, and 
all kinds of vegetables equal to those of Call- 
fornia or Washington, where undeveloped 
irrigated land sells for $800 to $600 an acre.

By act of congress of March 3, 1005, part of
